ARE YOU IN CONTROL OF YOUR FINANCES

Considering - many people are experiencing 
financial problems

Crown Financial Ministries is a small group 
financial study of what scripture teaches about 
money. Some of the topics include: getting out 
of debt, budgeting, spending, earning, saving, 
investing, giving, and training children how to 
handle money. 

The following are requirements for 
participation in the study: 

1. Praying daily for each member of the 
group 

2. Memorizing an assigned scripture each 

3. Attending a minimum of 8 of the 10 
classes 

4. Completing the weekly homework 
assignments including the accompanying 
practical application (approximately 2 
hours of preparation outside of class each 
week) 

We are considering offering the Crown group 
study beginning in Lent this year. If you are 
interested, please contact Fr. Mark at 787-5168. 

The cost for this study is $55.00 per couple or 
$45.00 per individual which is the cost of the 
materials. The study is very practical. Each 
time you learn a principle, you will apply what 
you have learned. For example, you will 
complete a debt repayment schedule and start a 
budget. Those participating in the adult study 
receive a Study Manual, the Practical 
Application Workbook and a copy of "Your 
Money Counts". Groups are kept small to 
assure time for sharing and accountability. 
Classes meet once a week for two hours each 
session. 

If you are interested in learning sound 
principles that will help you in your relationship 
with Jesus Christ, please consider this study. 

We need the interest of 10 people or more in 
order to do this study.

Scriptures 

We cried to the LORD, the God of our fathers, 
and he heard our cry and saw our affliction, our 
toil, and our oppression. He brought us out of 
Egypt with his strong hand and outstretched 
arm, with terrifying power, with signs and 
wonders; 

and bringing us into this country, he gave us this 
land flowing with milk and honey.

• No evil shall befall you, nor shall 
affliction come near your tent,

• The word is near you, in your mouth 
and in your heart... (Romans 10:8)

Reflection 

• How does the Deuteronomy verse 
describe the spiritual search? 

• After Jesus fasted was his hunger a 
spiritual hunger?"

How could this 
succeed? Why does it fail? 

• Is the devil's plan naive or cunning? 

• What will be your fast for your 
journey into the desert? 


The desert... the desert... the desert!

It is a 
"suspension bridge" thrown by the soul in love 
with God over the dark abyss of its own spirit, 
over the strange deep crevasses of temptation, 
over the unfathomable precipices of its own 
fears which form an obstacle to the progress 
toward God.
